MacArthur Dooms Jap Militarism;

Truman's Program 
Is a New New Deal 


WASHINGTON.—The position slightly right 

of center which was popularly attributed to 

President Truman at the time he succeeded to 

the presidency five months ago has now veered drastically in the 
opposite direction. 

After reading the extensive recommendations Mr. Truman has 
just sent to congress, there can be little doubt that he has come 
forward boldly with a postwar New Deal legislative program that 
openly aligns him with the Roosevelt wing of the Democratic party. 

The conclusion seems easily warranted that the President has 
no intention of letting the New Deal die, although its founder has 
passed on to his eternal rest. 

Some Republicans were of the opinion that the latest Truman 
message advocated more New Deal policies than any ever sent to 
congress by the incomparable FDR. Certainly in many respects 
he went beyond the liberal concepts of his predecessor. 

Those observers who have been predicting that the new presi- 
dent would take up a permanent position right of center, in con- 
trast with -the leftist leanings of Mr. Roosevelt, have distinctly 
been left out on a limb. 


. - Congressman Clarence Brown, Republican, of 
Brown 5 View Ohio, has expressed the situation perhaps more 
succinctly than anyone else. 

“The country,” he said, “has been wondering which road the 
President would travel—left, or right, or down the middle. Now 
we have the answer. It looks as though he is going left.” 

Sections of the President's message which prompted this con- 
clusion were his recommendations for large new government ex- 
penditures for the support of farm prices, large new expenditures 
for the development of vast public works, federal subsidies for an 
extensive housing program, expansion of social security, and pro- ~- 
posals for a new national health program “to provide adequate 
megical care for all Americans.” 

Others in the same category relate to higher minimum wages, 
emergency unemployment compensation, enactment of the full em- 
ployment bill, authorization for a permanent Fair Employment Prac- 
tices Committee, and a whole series of new TVAs. 

It marks a definite chal- 
lenge to the Republicans in next year’s congressional elections. 

Mr. «lruman, after a period of hesitation, has placed his foot 
firmly forward in the direction of the New Deal. It is difficult 
to see how he can retrace his steps. 

Thus the die seems to have been cast as regards the funda- 
mental issues of the coming election campaign. It remains only to 
be seen how far the Republicans will go in abandoning their tradi- 
tional conservative position. 

It cannot be said that the President's message constituted any 
preat surprise. After the recent British elections, which saw lib- 
eral forces of the Labor party win an overwhelming victory over 
the Tory government of Mr. Churchill, many observers foresaw a 
liberal trend in the democratic governments of the world. 

The British election results were 


Handwriting on the Wall regarded as the handwriting on 
the wall. They denoted a greater interest on the part of the com- 
mon man in the affairs of government, a demand for greater social 
benefits—and extension of the New Deal idea. 

How far President Truman may have been influenced by what 
took place in England, no one is able to say, of course. But being 
a man who was brought up in the practical school of politics, it is 
only logical to assume that he and his advisers were greatly im- 
pressed by the sensational happenings in Britain. 

It is not unreasonable to suppose that the same tides of public 
opinion which swayed the British election will be felt here in a 
varying degree. Mr. Truman may be wise in setting his sails to 
move with this tide instead of trying to buckle it. 

The only question to be decided is how far congress will go in 
adopting the measures that have been recommended. Some of them 
are certain to be bitterly opposed, as the FEPC proposal, for ex- 
ample. Southern conservatives will fight it to the end. 

In the main, however, the President is expected to succeed with 
his new program. It will be difficult for the opposition to raise 
a successful challenge to what is recommended,

Little by War, 


Miss Frazer Says 


The war has not fundamentally 
changed the British people, Miss 
Patricia Frazer, head of the British 
Information Service for the south- 
eastern states, said yesterday on 
her return to this city following 
a nine weeks’ tour of bombed areas 
in her native land. 

Miss’ Frazer, who made a mov- 
ing picture record of the areas 
she visited, said: 

“The main difference is in the 
outward appearance of the peo- 
ple. But even amidst the jagged 
destruction there still prevails the 
calm peaceful atmosphere which | 
is characteristic of England.” 

“I was most impressed by the 
shabbiness which was common to 
all,” the film officer continued. “It 
Was an ordinary sight to see an 
English gentleman with patches on 
his coat and at the same time car- 
rying a beautifully rolled um- 
brella. 

Comparing the present status of 
England as compared to the Unit- 
ed States, Miss Frazer pointed out! 
that the coming year would be 
the most difficult for her coun- 
try. “Fuel is very, very short 
and the clothing supply instead 
of being improved has been cut 
still more.’ 

“The cutting of lend-lease came

Allies Recall 
Ex-Officials 
To Germany 


BERLIN, Sept. 10—(UP)—The 
Allied Control Council announced 
today that it would recall to Ger- 
many from neutral nations all 
German agents, all who were Ger- 
man government officials at the 
time of the surrender, and “other 
obnoxious Germans.” 

The decision taken at today’s 
meeting of the council will apply 
to Germans in Afghanistan, Eire, 
Spain, Sweden, Portugal, Switzer- 
land, Tangiers and Vatican City. 

It also involves the families of 
“obnoxious Germans” whose pres- 
ence outside the homeland consti- 
tutes a danger “in view of the 
possible future renewal of the 
German war effort.” 

Today’s action consisted merely 
of an agreement in principle and 
did not determine a method of 
returning the Germans. 

The council said neutrals will 
be notified of the decision and will 
‘be asked to help return Germans 
listed.

He must report 
back before receiving a discharge after three years of Navy service.
